Calves Like Pelleted Hay 


Experiments at the Dixon Springs Experiment

percent more gam on 50 percent more total feed 
eaten. The cost of pelleting will vary with the 
situation and may in some cases be high enough 
to offset any advantage In this experiment, steer

Dip Potato Seed in Streptomycin 


Trials at Pennsylvania State University indicate that 
potato yields were increased in 1955 when seed pieces 
were dipped in a water solution containing streptomycin, 
or a combination of streptomycin and an organic 
fungicide. Tests were conducted in seven different 
parts of the state. In general, stands of plants were in- 
creased and more rapid and vigorous vine growth re- 
sulted. Chances of improved yields in relation to the 
relatively low cost of the materials used in the treat- 


ments appear large to workers conducting the trials 


Which is Best, Liquid or Dry Fertilizer? 

According to Ohio State University agronomists 
tests with liquid fertilizer in Ohio and Indiana 
show that complete liquid fertilizers, if properly 
applied, are as good as dry fertilizers. However, 
they are no better. To be as effective as dry ferti- 
lizers, liquid fertilizers must be applied at a rate 
that would supply the same amount of plant 
nutrients. They also should be applied to the soil 
rather than to the foliage of the crop

A spatter design is one form of 
painting that is often ignored, but 
very simple to do. A _ cardboard 
stencil is pinned or thumb tacked to 
the area that’s not to be painted. If 
an insect or spray gun is used the 
poster should be set at an angle 
However, an old toothbrush and a 
small square of screen can be used 
just as effectively. 

Lay the cardboard down and and 
dip the brush in the paint and draw 
it across the screen to produce tiny 
pin points of color on the poster be- 
low. If the paint puddles or runs 
together, allow one coat to dry be- 
fore you continue with the next 
When the stencils are removed your 


poster is complete 


Pictures Add Color 

If care is used in selecting a maga- 
zine picture of the proper size, a 
pleasingly neat poster may result. If 
you're advertising a local, annual af- 
fair, pictures of last year’s event will 
catch everyone’s eye. If the pictures 
you have at present are too smal! 
have them enlarged. 

The boys in your group might like 
to experiment with cutout linoleum 
or wood blocks to be used as stencils 
The design is traced onto the block 
and then the picture is carved out 
The stencil is covered with a heavy 
paint and stamped onto the poste: 


Tips on Lettering 

The most important and probably 
most difficult part of the poster is the 
lettering. For although the design 
may catch the reader’s eye, it is the 
lettering that actually conveys the 
message 

The importance of a short message 
has already been emphasized. Not 
only does it cut down lettering prob- 
lems but it leaves a more lasting im- 
pression with its audience. 

First read over the words to be 
used. Notice the number of wide 
letters as compared to the L’s, I’s and 
T’s. Very few people can do a neat 
job without beginning by tracing the 
letters on the poster. Sketch in the 
first and last letters and then fill in 
the rest, so you won't squeeze in the 
final word. 


Pen May Be Easier 

The beginner may also find it easie1 
to work with a pen rather than a 
brush as the pen point is rigid and 
gives firm strokes. 

Large, block letters can usually be 
seen from a distance and are probably 
the most popular type used on a 
poster.
